lines to protect any petroleum 
resources that are found. 
One regulation, as an exam ­ 
ple, provides that only one well 
may be drilled on a 40-acre 
tract and it cannot be less than 
1,000 feet from 
any 
existing 
well. 
That regulation is suspendable 
upon council approval, however, 
if the well is to be 800 feet or 
less in depth. 
It 
apparently 
would apply to 
the 
present 
so-called hard oil explorations 
in western M issouri counties 
south of Kansas City. 
Procedures 
for 
protecting 
ground water from pollution by 
any oil or gas wells also are 
strict, as are rules for plugging 
abandoned wells, either 
dry 
holes or those whose production 
has fallen to an uneconomical 
level. 


The regulations provide 
for 
detailed reports of 
drilling 
operations and for core samples 
to be sent regularly to the state 


geologist. Upon request he can 
be forced to hold the results of 
the reports and core samples 
for a year. 
Any driller must pay a $25 
fee to the state tiefore starting 
a well and he must be bonded 
to assure the state he will guard 
against pollution and plug any 
non-producer 
or 
abandoned 
well. 
For a well under an expected 
800 feet depth the bond is $500, 
for one from 800 to 1,200 feet 
it is $1,000 and for one over 1,200 
feet it is $2,000. But the driller 
can get a blanket bond of $5,- 
000 for wells under 800 feet, 
$10,000 for wells between 800 
and 1,200 feet or $20,000 for 
wells over 1,200 feet in depth. 
Missouri now has only a' few 
small oil and gas wells in 
operation, prim arily northeast 
of Kansas City. 
But recent interest has been 
shown in southeastern Missouri 
and in the hard oil area of west­ 
ern Missouri. It was the grow­ 
ing interest that prompted the 
legislature 
last 
year to e s ­ 
tablish the Oil and Gas Council 
to

Strict Petroleum 
Guidelines Set 


JEFFERSON 
CITY 
(AP) - 
Rules and regulations 
of the 
Missouri Oil and Gas Council, 
released today, 
Indicated the 
state has set up strict guide­ 
lines to protect any petroleum 
resources that are found. 
One regulation, as an exam ­ 
ple, provides that only one well 
may be drilled on a 40-acre 
tract and it cannot be le ss than 
1,000 feet from 
any 
existing 
well. 
That regulation is suspendable 
upon council approval, however, 
lf the well Is to be 800 feet or 
le ss In depth. 
It 
apparently 
would apply to 
the 
present 
so-called hard oil explorations 
In western M issouri counties 
south of Kansas City. 
Procedures 
for 
protecting 
ground water from pollution by 
any oil or gas w ells also are 
strict, as are rules for plugging 
abandoned w ells, either 
dry 
holes or those whose production 
has fallen to an uneconomical 
level. 


The regulations provide 
for 
detailed reports of 
drilling 
operations and for core samples 
to be sent regularly to Ute state 


geologist. Upon request he can 
be forced to hold the results of 
the reports and core samples 
for a year. 
Any driller must pay a $25 
fee to the state before starting 
a well and he must be bonded 
to assure the state he will guard 
against pollution and plug any 
non-producer 
or 
abandoned 
well. 
For a well under an expected 
800 feet depth the bond is $500, 
for one from 800 to 1,200 feet 
it Is $1,000 and for one over 1,200 
feet it is $2,000. But the driller 
can get a blanket bond of $5,- 
000 for w ells under 800 feet, 
$10,000 for w ells between 800 
and 1,200 feet or $20,000 for 
wells over 1,200 feet In depth. 
Missouri now has only a' few 
sm all oil and 
gas wells in 
operation, prim arily northeast 
of Kansas City. 
Rut recent Interest has been 
shown In southeastern M issouri 
and In the hard oil area of west­ 
ern Missouri.

South Af­ 
rican law provides that In such 
ca ses the court must first rule 
on the defendant’s sanity. If he 
Is found mentally disordered he 
w ill be committed to a mental 
institution.

Dr. P. H. Henning, 
medical superintendent of the

POOR CHARLIE SAYS: 
DR. SAM’S SECOND TRIAL 
Barring a last-minute change of venue, Dr. 
Samuel H. Sheppard goes on trial in Cleveland 
on Tuesday (Oct. 18) —12 years to the day after 
the opening of his first trial on charges of mur­ 
dering his wife. 
THE LESSON of the Samuel H. Sheppard case 
is that two constitutional rights, clashing head- 
on, can produce a judicial wrong. Dr. Sheppard, 
the Supreme Court ruled last June 6, was de­ 
prived of the right to a fair trial when Cleve­ 
land news media overstepped the bounds of con­ 
stitutionally protected free expression before 
and during his 1954 m urder trial. 
Sheppard’s first wife, Marilyn, was found 
bludgeoned to death in her bed on the morning 
of July 4, 1954. At the time of the slaying, Shep­ 
pard said, he was asleep on a living room 
couch. 
Hearing his wife’s outcry, he rushed to 
her bedroom and was struck down from behind 
by a bushy-haired intruder. 
Then, he added, 
he ran out of the house in pursuit of the prowler 
and was knocked out again. 
TWO WEEKS PASSED. 
Authorities in Bay 
Village, where the crim e took place, had made 
no progress in their investigation. 
Public 
interest in the case was beginning to subside 
/• 
when, on July 20, the Cleveland P ress printed 
a front-page editorial headed “ Somebody Is 
Getting Away With M urder.” 
The editorial 
asserted that Sheppard “ ought to have been 
subjected, instantly, to the same third-degree 
to which any other person, under sim ilar c ir­ 
cumstances, is subjected...” 
Subsequent P ress editorials and stories were 
even blunter in demanding Sheppard’s arrest. 
Louis B. Seltzer, then the editor of the news­ 
paper, later wrote that he “ was convinced... 
a conspiracy existed to defeat the ends of 
justice, and that it would affect adversely the 
whole law-enforcement machinery of (Cuyahoga) 
County if it were perm itted to succeed.” Shep­ 
pard was arrested on a murder charge on 
July 30, the same day that the P ress ran an 
editorial under the headline “ Quit Stalling and 
Bring Him In!” 
Sheppard’s nine-week-long trial was one of 
the most thoroughly reported in recent times. 
In reversing his conviction on June 6, the 
Supreme Court noted that in 1954 “ A long, 
temporary table was set up inside the bar, in 
back of the single counsel table. 
It ran the 
width of the courtroom,...with one end less 
than three feet from the jury box.” 
Some 20 
newspaper and wire service 
reporters were 
assigned seats at this table by the court. 
This arrangement, together with prejudicial 
stories and broadcasts on the trial, contributed 
to the “ carnival atmosphere” which the Supreme 
Court condemned. 
Moreover, “ The jurors 
themselves were constantly exposed to the news 
media. 
Every juror, except one, testified... 
to reading about the case in the Cleveland papers 
or to having heard broadcasts about it.” 
THE JUNE 6 OPINION 
seemed to imply that 
some mandatory restriction on press coverage 
of crim inal cases would be needed to ensure a 
fair trial. 
But Justice Tom C. Clark, who 
wrote the opinion, does not see it that way. 
Speaking at Montreal on Aug. 7, Clark said 
that a “ head-on collision” between the con­ 
stitutional guarantees of free press and fair 
trial could be avoided. 
The Court, he said, 
meant only to suggest “ guidelines.” and op­ 
tional ones at that. 
Such guidelines were in force at a hearing on 
a motion for change of venue, and presumably 
will be at the second Sheppard trial itself. Only 
13 newsmen were allowed to attend the hearing. 
Regardless of the outcome, Dr. Sam’s second 
trial should be fairer than the first.

There are too many office holders in Europe 
and too few persons trying to eke out a profit 
by giving their customers a superior per­ 
formance and a superior type of service. 
That is not to argue that the old political 
spoils system is better than civil service. 
It isn’t although no change ever provides 
100 per cent improvement. 
Some aspects of the spoils system were 
desirable. 
Father Monaghan is not the first citizen from 
Europe to express dissatisfaction with the 
limitations of government ownership as re ­ 
flected by performance and particularly by 
its influence on government employes. 
An intelligent German immigrant to this country 
once complained to us about this lack of in­ 
centive in Germany. 
He made the observation 
in announcing his opposition to a minor con­ 
solidation of 
county offices in a country. He 
said that he preferred the waste and inef­ 
ficiency of disorganized county government to 
running the risk of getting more efficiency but 
with greater centralized power. 
We did not agree with him 
in this instance 
but we might have if our experience and back­ 
ground had been the same as his. 
The blight that is produced from big, cen­ 
tralized government is a lesson that older 
civilizations teach us. 
We wonder if we are intelligent enough to 
listen to the voice of experience and of history 
and to profit from it?

The AL PACA Constitution pre­ 
pared in 1960 has come in for 
a vast amount of criticism, es­ 
pecially the provision for gradu­ 
ated suffrage. This is as it 
should be. The Constitution was 
prepared to prompt discussion, 
of which criticism is generally a 
part. 
Now 
that 
provisions 
in 
ALPACA are under considera. 
tion by the Constituent Assem­ 
bly, Tu Do Street, Saigon, the 
critics of graduated suffrage 
will 
be 
concerned with ac­ 
curacy. 
Critics have constantly stated 
that the increased voting power 
is assigned to the wealthiest 
voters, ignoring the fact that 
the bonus of votes is not grant- 
ed on the amount of wealth, 
but on the amount of taxes 
paid. 
Sometimes the highest 
taxpayer may be bankrupt with­ 
in a year. 
The schedule for taxation pro­ 
vides for: 
1) an annual prop­ 
erty tax; 2) import tax; 3) 
export tax; 4) severance tax; 
5) gift tax; 6) inheritance tax; 
7) production or manufactur­ 
ing tax; 8) income tax; 
9) 
sales tax; 10) franchise tax. 
There is a provision that as 
soon as sufficient tax to de. 
fray the expense of govern­ 
ment is 
paid in the order 
named, no tax will be applied 
to other items listed. 
Criti- 
zing graduated suffrage about 
bonuses for taxpayers who will 
never be granted the bonus 
serves no purpose. 
Other bonus votes are assigned 
citizens waiving payments due 
them from the government, and 
for having ranked among the 
highest 25 per cent of their 
class in grade, high school and 
college within the past eight 
years. 
Critics nearly always com­ 
plain that one class of voters 
are given a voting power of 
one, and other classes fer more. 
This is not true. 
The mini­ 
mum voting power is 2 and the 
maximum is 5 per citizen. 
About six weeks ago I learned 
that Mark Twain advanced the 
idea of graduated suffrage in 
1875 and again in 1876. He no 
doubt felt, as some statesmen 
now feel, that the allowance of 
one vote per one person may re­ 
sult in keeping the Treasury 
voted dry.

WASHINGTON - It’s been a 
long time since Woodrow Wil­ 
son disregarded the advice of 
George Washington about en­ 
tangling alliances and went to 
Paris 
to 
negotiate a peace 
treaty. But in between his trip 
in 1919 and Lyndon Johnson’s 
pilgrimage to the Far 
East 
today, every president has gone 
abroad with the exception of 
Warren Harding, who died half­ 
way through his first term. 
Coolidge took a 
modest jun­ 
ket to Cuba, and I tagged along. 
Herbert Hoover took a long trip 
around South America as Presi­ 
dent-elect and I 
tried to go 
along but was thrown off his 
battleship in San Pedro Har­ 
bor. 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
took 
several trips to Latin America, 
and three famous war trips to 
Casablanca, Teheran, and Yal­ 
ta, the latter having been ex­ 
coriated by critics for alleged 
generosity 
to Stalin - though 
history may be more tolerant in 
viewing the final results. 
Harry Truman took his famous 
1945 trip to Potsdam where he 
and Stalin rubbed each other the 
wrong way. 
Elsenhower took 
many trips'-to Geneva, most 
of Europe’s capitals, Argentina, 
India, the Philippines; and tried 
to get to Japan until anti-Ameri­ 
can riots Interfered. 
John F. Kennedy visited Latin 
America, Vienna, and the capi­ 
tals of Europe. 
And since the difficult days 
when old-fashioned diplomacy 
thwarted Woodrow Wilson, most 
of these presidents have done 
well. They helped their country 
internationally and themselves 
politically by these trips. 


NO POLISHED DIPLOMAT 
Lyndon Johnson, hitherto not a 
junketing president, has a lot 
going for him on the journey 
which he starts today. Chiefly 
he can improve 
the changes 
of peace in the Far East, and 
parenthetically 
improve 
his 
lagging image at home. Or, if 
he fails, he could bring on an 
escalation of the war and end up 
with 
the tragic holocaust of 
World War m. 
On domestic matters, Lyndon 
is probably the shrewdest polit­ 
ical bargainer to occupy the 
White House in half a century. 
But on foreign affairs he can 
be a babe In the woods. 
He 
can smell a phony domestic 
political deal two blocks away, 
but when it comes to oriental 
potentates he can't see through 
the charm and finesse which 
hide their phoniness. 


Thus when touring South Viet 
Nam as vice president he fell 
for the tinhorn little ruler, 
President Diem, whom Cardinal 
Spellman 
and Madison Avenue 
had 
contrived to put on the 
throne after the French exodus. 
Again, when he flew to Hono­ 
lulu last Febraury, Lyndon em­ 
braced 
the strutting 
little 
French pilot, Premier Ky, who 
claimed Hitler as his hero. In 
Lyndon’s defense it should be 
noted that Ky was about the only 
reed we had to lean on, but the 
president didn’t have to lean 
quite so enthusiastically - at 
least in public. 
This time Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge 
has been doing 
some missionary work before 
Ky and Lyndon meet. Lodge had 
to use a lot of persuasion, even 
some arm twisting on Ky but 
he got a grudging agreement 
from him to accept Viet Cong 
envoys as part of the North 
Vietnamese peace delegation in 
case of truce talks. 
Ky even 
agreed to grant amnesty to the 
Viet Cong who accept a peace 
settlement 
and 
return to a 
peaceful life. 
This 
is 
important, because 
Viet Cong leaders could then 
become eligible to run for pub­ 
lic office in competition with 
Ky and his cohorts. 
This was a real triumph for 
Ambassador Lodge, since a few 
months ago Ky was even opposed 
to any peace talks at all. 
SKEPTICAL CRITICS 
There are some skeptics who 
predict the Manila conference 
will turn into a war council, 
not one to promote peace. 
I 
don’t believe so. 
In the 
first place, Lyndon 
Johnson is desperately sick of 
the war which he inherited, but 
which he escalated. 
Second, 
even the ruddy-faced, cowitry- 
squire 
leaders 
of Austra­ 
lia and New Zealand are getting 
restless flak from the voters 
and would like to see an honor­ 
able peace; 
while 
President 
Marcos of the Philippines is 
being called a pro-American 
puppet by Manila voters be­ 
cause he is sending 2,000 en- 
gnineering troops to 
South 
Viet Nam to rebuild the coun­ 
tryside. 
The only Manila conferee v/ho 
will want the war to contlnue- 
besldes Premier Ky-wtH be 
Premier Thanom Kittikachorn 
of Thailand, whose government 
remains in power only because 
’30,000 American troops are on 
his soil, 
plus eight military 
bases.

Martin has just cabled the State 
Department 
that 
Premier 
Thanom is outraged over Sen. 
William Fulbright’s (D-Ark.) 
proposal to investigate the U.S. 
military buildup in Thailand. 
Premier Thanom has protested 
to the American Embassy that 
this probe puts Thailand in the 
position of being the 51st state. 
Apparently he doesn’t under­ 
stand that in a Democracy the 
Senate does have the right to 
find out how many troops are 
sent abroad and why they are 
there. 
But when the president gets 
away from the picturesque and 
sometimes smelly canals 
of 
Thailand and the ivory elephants 
that feature the lovely palaces 
of Bangkok, he will find that both 
Communism and Capitalism are 
isms which the people don’t 
worry much about. What they 
want is three bowls of rice a 
day or the wherewithal to buy 
it. 
Basically, food, clean water, 
housing, 
schools 
and health 
form the most effective wea­ 
pons in the struggle for power 
in the Far East. And these are 
commodities 
which 
Lyndon 
Johnson knows 
as well, per­ 
haps better, 
than any other 
president. 


RUSH JOB ON 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
There were two reasons for the 
pell-mell rush 
to 
increase 
social 
security benefits be­ 
fore Congress adjourns. 
The dominant reason was the 
rivalry of both political parties 
to get credit for the raise. The 
other reason was the irritation 
of the Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark., 
over 
being 
caught by surprise. 
President Johnson had failed 
to tell Mills, who is the most 
Important tax writer on Capitol 
Hill, that he was going to make 
his Baltimore speech proposing 
an increase in social security. 
After his speech, Mills 
re ­ 
marked that if there was going; 
to be an increase, it might as 
well be passed Immediately, 
within a few minutes he had

Selective Service 
General 
Tells Riesel Fathers Can And 
May Be 
Drafted 
If Needed 
During 1967. 
Washington, D. C.: - There 
is a possibility that young fath­ 
ers - and some even in their 
early thirties — will be drafted 
into the armed forces, the old 
soldier who dispatched so many 
of my generation to far - flung 
fighting 
fronts 
told 
this 
columnist the other day. 
“ It all depends on what hap- 
the 
Congress next 
said the 73-year-old, 
barn-storming 
Lt. 
Lewis 
B. Hershey 
shortly after we both returned 
from the Midwest. 
“At that time legislation giv­ 
ing the Executive Branch 
the 
power to induct men into the 
army expires,” explained 
the 
Selective Service System’s Na- 
tional Director. “ If it is not re­ 
newed or if it is changed dras­ 
tically, hundreds of thousands 
of those previously deferred 
will have to be inducted - fath­ 
ers, 
students, men over 26, 
scientists, hardship cases — 
everybody available.” 


This is not a paradoxical as it 
seems. Here’s how it will work: 
The “ draft” law of 1948, as 
amended in 1961, is known as 
the Universal Military Train­ 
ing and Service Act. Under it 
there is a permanent Selective 
Service System with its own 
headquarters and full - time 
staff, just as, for example, the 
Veterans' Administration. 
It gives the government the 
right to register and classify 
every American who turns 18 
years of age. Then the system 
determines whether the young 
man is physically, mentallyand 
morally eligible for induction. 
But it does not provide 
the 
automatic power actually to in­ 
duct men. That authority is in 
the 
hands 
of the Executive 
Branch. 
But this power of the Presi­ 
dent must be renewed every four 
years. Congress so voted so it 
could have some control over 
the drafting of vast masses of 
men. 
Oi June 30, 1967, the Execu­ 
tive Branch automatically loses 
this power. The enabling sec­ 
tion of the law simply expires. 
Just what will happen in the 
Congress some eight and a half 
months from today no one is 
willing to guess. There maybe 
strong 
popular 
sentiment 
against furthering the powers. 
There is a further compli- 
cation. The little known Na­ 
tional 
Advisory Commission 
now 
studying the entire draft 
system must report to the Pres­ 
ident by Jan. 1967. Its recom­ 
mendations will have avalanche 
impact on the White House and 
Congress. 
If by any chance Congress de­ 


lays in extending the Presi­ 
dent's power 
to induct, 
or 
tampers with it in some fashion, 
there will be no further draft. 
Ing of men turning 18. 
BUT — this 
does not mean 
that drafting will be discon­ 
tinued. Quite to the contrary. It 
means that 
men who were 
registered up to the June 30, 
1967, deadline and who had been 
deferred will be 
drafted in 
heavy numbers. 
The theory is that up to June 
30, those 
deferred will have 
incurred a liability for the draft. 
This runs from 18 to 35 years 
of age. 
They will be called on to ful­ 
fill their liability whether they 
are fathers, childless married 
men, men with special skills, 
scientists, students — anyone 
physically capable of joining 
a fighting force. 
There is no such thing as 
automatic deferment, just as 
there 
are 
no exemptions. 
Already the manpower short­ 
age has forced the drafting of 
childless married 
men and 
some bachelors over 26 years 
of 
age. 
Many 
more 
will 
go in the next *12 months, Gen. 
Hershey said. 
“ I don’t think there is any 
question but what they will be 
drafted,” he said in an earlier 
interview. 
If “ it gets tight,” he told me, 
“ fathers will have to go. That 
is remote, but it all depends on 
next June.” 
All this has given concern to 
many businessmen 
worried 
gray 
over 
their manpower 
charts. Unlike the rules of the 
last big war there are no whole­ 
sale deferments in special in­ 
dustries. 
There now is a joint Dept, of 
Labor - Dept, of Commerce 
set of guidelines for the local 
boards. Though it lists occu­ 
pational deferments, no job is 
automatically included. 
The guidelines are merely 
advisory for the local 
draft 
boards. These are concerned 
with what each man does with 
his particular skill. 
Thus a teacher, where he is 
irreplaceable because of man­ 
power shortages in one dis­ 
trict, can be deferred, but an 
electrical engineer can 
be 
drafted if there is someone to 
replace him. 
The decision, therefore, is in 
the hands of the local board - 
which decides on each poten­ 
tial draftee’s essentiality to the 
national 
health, 
safety or 
interest. 
Thus if manpower shortages 
develop next year, some feth- 
ers, 
students, and childless 
married 
men right up to 
35 
years of age will be drafted, 
said the General.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS: 
DR. SAM’S SECOND TRIAL 
Barring a last-minute change of venue, Dr. 
Samuel H. Sheppard goes on trial in Cleveland 
on Tuesday (Oct. 18) —12 years to the day after 
the opening of his first trial on charges of mur­ 
dering his wife. 
THE LESSON of the Samuel H. Sheppard case 
is that two constitutional rights, clashing head­ 
on, can produce a judicial wrong. Dr. Sheppard, 
the Supreme Court ruled last June 6, was de­ 
prived of the right to a fair trial when Cleve­ 
land news media overstepped the bounds of con­ 
stitutionally protected free expression before 
and during his 1954 murder trial. 
Sheppard’s first wife, Marilyn, was found 
bludgeoned to death in her bed on the morning 
of July 4, 1954. At the ti me of the slaying, Shep­ 
pard said, he was asleep on a living room 
couch. 
Hearing his wife’s outcry, he rushed to 
her bedroom and was struck down from behind 
by a bushy-haired intruder. 
Then, he added, 
he ran out of the house in pursuit of the prowler 
and was knocked out again. 
TWO WEEKS PASSED. 
Authorities in Bay 
Village, where the crime took place, had made 
no progress in their investigation. 
Public 
interest in the case was beginning to subside 
when, on July 20, the Cleveland Press printed 
a front-page editorial headed “ Somebody Is 
Getting Away With Murder.” 
The editorial 
asserted that Sheppard “ought to have been 
subjected, instantly, to the same third-degree 
to which any other person, under similar cir­ 
cumstances, is subjected...” 
Subsequent Press editorials and stories were 
even blunter in demanding Sheppard’s arrest. 
Louis B. Seltzer, then the editor of the news­ 
paper, later wrote that he “was convinced... 
a conspiracy existed to defeat the ends of 
justice, and that it would affect adversely the 
whole law-enforcement machinery of (Cuyahoga) 
County if it were permitted to succeed.” Shep­ 
pard was arrested on a murder charge on 
July 30, the same day that the Press ran an 
editorial under the headline “ Quit Stalling and 
Bring Him In!” 
Sheppard’s nine-week-long trial was one of 
the most thoroughly reported in recent times. 
In reversing his conviction on June 6, the 
Supreme Court noted that in 1954 “ A long, 
temporary table was set up inside the bar, in 
back of the single counsel table. 
It ran the 
width of the courtroom,...with one end less 
than three feet from the jury box.” 
Some 20 
newspaper and wire service 
reporters were 
assigned seats at this table by the court. 
This arrangement, together with prejudicial 
stories and broadcasts on the trial, contributed 
to the “carnival atmosphere” which the Supreme 
Court condemned. 
Moreover, “The jurors 
themselves were constantly exposed to the news 
media. 
Every juror, except one, testified... 
to reading about the case in the Cleveland papers 
or to having heard broadcasts about it.” 
THE JUNE 6 OPINION 
seemed to imply that 
some mandatory restriction on press coverage 
of criminal cases would be needed to ensure a 
fair trial. 
But Justice Tom C. Clark, who 
wrote the opinion, does not see it that way. 
Speaking at Montreal on Aug. 7, Clark said 
that a “ head-on collision” between the con­ 
stitutional guarantees of free press and fair 
trial could be avoided. 
The Court, he said, 
meant only to suggest “ guidelines.” and op­ 
tional ones at that. 
Such guidelines were in force at a hearing on 
a motion for change of venue, and presumably 
will be at the second Sheppard trial itself. Only 
13 newsmen were allowed to attend the hearing. 
Regardless of the outcome, Dr. Sam’s second 
trial should be fairer than the first.

The greatestest wheat speculator - Arthur Cut­ 
ten - died abroad - insolvent.

If you are one of those persons who believes 
that big government and the blanketing in 
of a large part of the population into the civil 
service is a worthy goal, you haven’t listened 
to people from the old country. 
The Rev. Fr. Justin Monaghan, a Catholic 
priest, newly arrived in Sikeston from his 
native Ireland, deplores the lack 
of incentive 
which broad government ownership of enter­ 
prise produces. 
Never sneer at a man who wants to make a 
buck and who has competitors. 
The profit incentive is a powerful influence 
in your favor. 
There is no substitute 
for 
private initiative. 
If this weren’t true the 
Russian system might be superior to our 
own. 
Instead, it is vastly inferior and the 
Russians are beginning to 
copy our methods. 
The man who knows he can’t be fired, feels 
secure in his job and has no one to compete 
with may consider himself lucky and he prob­ 
ably is. 
But he must labor diligently at all 
times to overcome the blight that security 
and lack of competitive incentive provide as 
strong natural forces to encourage him to 
excel. 
There are too many office holders in Europe 
and too few persons trying to eke out a profit 
by giving their customers a superior per­ 
formance and a superior type of service. 
That is not to argue that the old political 
spoils system is better than civil service. 
It isn’t although no change ever provides 
IOO per cent improvement. 
Some aspects of the spoils system were 
desirable. 
Father Monaghan is not the first citizen from 
Europe to express dissatisfaction with the 
limitations of government ownership as re­ 
flected by performance and particularly by 
its influence on government employes. 
An intelligent German immigrant to this country 
once complained to us about this lack of in­ 
centive in Germany. 
He made the observation 
in announcing his opposition to a minor con­ 
solidation of 
county offices in a country. He 
said that he preferred the waste and inef­ 
ficiency of disorganized county government to 
running the risk of getting more efficiency but 
with greater centralized power. 
We did not agree with him 
in this instance 
but we might have if our experience and back­ 
ground had been the same as his. 
The blight that is produced from big, cen­ 
tralized government is a lesson that older 
civilizations teach us. 
We wonder if we are intelligent enough to 
listen to the voice of experience and of history 
and to profit from it?

The Constitution was 
prepared to prompt discussion, 
of which criticism is generally a 
tart. 
Now 
that 
provisions 
in 
ALPACA are under considera­ 
tion by the Constituent Assem­ 
bly, TU Do Street, Saigon, the 
critics of graduated suffrage 
will 
be 
concerned 
with ac­ 
curacy. 
Critics have constantly stated 
that the increased voting power 
is assigned to the wealthiest 
voters, ignoring tile fact that 
the bonus of votes is not grant­ 
ed on the amount of wealth, 
but on the amount of taxes 
paid. 
Sometimes the highest 
taxpayer may be bankrupt with­ 
in a year. 
The schedule for taxation pro­ 
vides for: 
I) an annual prop­ 
erty tax; 2) import tax; 3) 
export tax; 4) severance tax; 
5) gift tax; 6) inheritance tax; 
7) production or manutectur- 
lng tax; 8) income tax; 
9) 
sales tax; IO) franchise tax. 
There is a provision that as 
soon as sufficient tax to de. 
fray the expense of govern­ 
ment 
is paid 
in the order 
named, no tax will be applied 
to other items listed. Crltt- 
zing graduated suffrage about 
bonuses for taxpayers who will 
never be granted the bonus 
serves no purpose. 
Other bonus votes are assigned 
citizens waiving payments due 
them from the government, and 
for having ranked among the 
highest 25 per cent of their 
class in grade, high school and 
college within the past eight 
years.

WASHINGTON - It’s been a 
long time since Woodrow Wil­ 
son disregarded the advice of 
George Washington about en­ 
tangling alliances and went to 
Paris 
to 
negotiate a peace 
treaty. But in between his trip 
in 1919 and Lyndon Johnson’s 
pilgrimage to the Far 
East 
today, every president has gone 
abroad with the exception of 
Warren Harding, who diedhalf- 
way through his first term. 
Coolidge took a 
modest Jun­ 
ket to Cuba, and I tagged along. 
Herbert Hoover took a long trip 
around South America as Presi­ 
dent-elect and I 
tried to go 
along but was thrown off his 
battleship In San Pedro Har­ 
bor. 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
took 
several trips to Latin America, 
and three famous war trips to 
Casablanca, Teheran, and Yal­ 
ta, the latter having been ex­ 
coriated by critics for alleged 
generosity 
to stalin - though 
history may be more tolerant In 
viewing the final results. 
Harry Truman took his famous 
1945 trip to Potsdam where he 
and Stalin rubbed each other the 
wrong way. 
Eisenhower took 
many trip s-to Geneva, most 
of Europe’s capitals, Argentina, 
India, the Philippines; and tried 
to get to Japan until anti-Amerl- 
can riots Interfered. 
John F. Kennedy visited Latin 
America, Vienna, and the capi­ 
tals of Europe. 
And since the difficult days 
when old-fashioned diplomacy 
thwarted Woodrow Wilson, most 
of these presidents have done 
well. They helped the lr country 
internationally and themselves 
politically by these trips. 


NO POLK HED DIPLOMAT 
Lyiidon Johnson, hitherto not a 
junketing president, has a lot 
going for him on the Journey 
which he starts today. Chiefly 
he can Improve 
the changes 
of peace In the Far East, and 
parenthetically 
improve 
his 
lagging Image at home, Or, lf 
he falls, he could bring on an 
escalation of the war and end up 
with 
the tragic holocaust of 
World War HI. 
On domestic matters, Lyndon 
Is probably the shrewdest polit­ 
ical bargainer to occupy the 
White House In half a century. 
But on foreign affairs he can 
be a babe In the woods, 
He 
can smell a phony domestic 
political deal two blocks away, 
but when it comes to oriental 
potentates he can’t see througn 
the charm and finesse which 
hide their phoniness. 


Thus when touring South Viet 
Nam as vice president he fell 
for the tinhorn little ruler, 
President Diem, whom Cardinal 
Spellman 
and Madison Avenue 
had 
contrived to put on the 
throne after the French exodus. 
Again, when he flew to Hono­ 
lulu last Febraury, Lyndon em­ 
braced 
the strutting 
little 
French pilot, Prem ier Ky, who 
claimed Hitler as his hero. In 
Lyndon’s defense It should be 
noted that Ky was about the only 
reed we had to lean on, but the 
president didn’t have to lean 
quite so enthusiastically - at 
least In public. 
This time Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge 
has been doing 
some missionary work before 
Ky and Lyndon meet. Lodge had 
to use a lot of persuasion, even 
some arm twisting on Ky but 
he got a grudging agreement 
from him to accept Viet Cong 
envoys as part of the North 
Vietnamese peace delegation In 
case of truce talks. 
Ky even 
agreed to grant amnesty to the 
Viet Cong who accept a peace 
settlement 
and 
return to a 
peaceful life. 
This 
Is 
Important, because 
Viet Cong leaders could then 
become eligible to run for pub­ 
lic office In competition with 
Ky and his cohorts. 
This was a real triumph for 
Ambassador Lodge, since a few 
months ago Ky was even opposed 
to any peace talks at all. 
SKE PT1CAL CRITICS 
There are some skeptics wig) 
predict the Manila conference 
will turn Into a war council, 
not one to promote peace. 
I 
don’t believe so. 
In the 
first 
place, Lyndon 
Johnson Is desperately sick of 
the war which he inherited, hut 
which he escalated. 
Second, 
even the ruddy-faced, rourrtry- 
squlre 
leaders 
of Austra­ 
lia and New Zealand are getting 
restless flak from the voters 
and would like to see an honor­ 
able peace; 
while 
President 
Marcos of the Philippines Is 
being called a pro-American 
puppet by Manila voters be­ 
cause he is sending 2,000 en­ 
gineering troops to 
South 
Viet Nam to rebuild the coun­ 
tryside. 
The only Manila conferee v/ho 
will want the war to continue- 
besldes Premier Ky-will be 
Premier Thanom Klttlkachorn 
of Thailand, whose government 
remains In power only because 
30,000 American troops are on 
his soil, 
plus 
eight military 
bases. 
U. S. Ambassador 
Graham 


Martin has just cabled the State 
Department 
that 
Premier 
Thanom Is outraged over Sen. 
William Fulbrlght’s (D-Ark.) 
proposal to investigate the U.S. 
military buildup In Thailand. 
Premier Thanom has protested 
to the American Embassy that 
this probe puts Thailand In the 
position of being the 51st state. 
Apparently he doesn’t under­ 
stand that in a Democracy the 
Senate does have the right to 
find out how many troops are 
sent abroad and why they are 
there. 
But when the president gets 
away from the picturesque and 
sometimes smelly canals 
of 
Thailand and the Ivory elephants 
that feature the lovely palaces 
of Bangkok, he will find that both 
Communism and Capitalism are 
Isms which the people don’t 
worry much about, What they 
want Is three bowls of rice a 
day or the wherewithal to buy 
It.

form the most effective wea­ 
pons in the struggle for power 
In the Far East. And these are

There were two reasons for the 
pell-mell rush 
to 
increase 
social 
security benefits be­ 
fore Congress adjourns. 
The dominant reason was the 
rivalry of both political parties 
to get credit for the raise. Tile 
other reason was the Irritation 
of the Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark., 
over 
being 
caught by surprise. 
President Johnson had failed 
to tell Mills, who is the most 
Important tax writer on Capitol 
Hill, that he was going to make 
his Baltimore speech proposing 
an increase in social security. 
After his speech, Mills 
re ­ 
marked that if there was going! 
to be an Increase, It might as 
well be passed immediately. 
within a few minutes he had 
conferred with Speaker John

Selective Service 
General 
Tells Riesel Fathers Can And 
May Be 
Drafted If Needed 
During 1967. 
Washington, D. CU — There 
is a possibility that young teth­ 
ers — and some even in their 
early thirties — will be drafted 
Into the armed forces, the old 
soldier who dispatched so many 
of my generation to far • flung 
fighting 
fronts 
told 
this 
columnist the other day. 
“ It all depends on what hap­ 
pens 
in the Congress next 
spring," said the 73-year-old, 
six-foot 
barn-storming 
Lt. 
General 
Lewis 
ti. Hershey 
shortly after we both returned 
from the Midwest. 
“At that time legislation giv­ 
ing the Executive Branch 
the 
power to induct men Into the 
army expires," explained the 
Selective Service System's Na­ 
tional Director, “ lf It is not re­ 
newed or lf it is changed dras­ 
tically, hundreds of thousands 
of those previously deferred 
will have to be Inducted •• teth­ 
ers, 
students, men over 26, 
scientists, hardship cases — 
everybody available." 


This is not a paradoxical as It 
seems. Here's how it will work: 
The “ draft” law of 1948, as 
amended in 1961, Is known as 
the Universal Military Train­ 
ing and Service Act. Under it 
there is a permanent Selective 
Service System with its own 
headquarters and filii > time 
staff, just as, tor example, the 
Veterans* Administration. 
It gives the government the 
right to register and classify 
every American who turns 18 
years of age. Then the system 
determines whether the young 
man Is physically, mentally and 
morally eligible for Induction. 
But it does not provide 
the 
automatic power actually to in­ 
duct men. That authority is In 
the 
hands of the Executive 
Branch. 
But this power of the Presi­ 
dent must be renewed every four 
years. Congress so voted so It 
could have some control over 
the drafting of vast masses of 
men. 
(kl June 30, 1967, the Execu­ 
tive Branch automatically loses 
this power. Tile enabling sec­ 
tion of the law simply expires. 
Just what will hapj>en In the 
Congress some eight and a half 
months from foday no one Is 
willing to guess. There maybe 
strong 
popular 
sentiment 
against furthering the powers. 
There is a further cornpli- 
cation. The little known Na­ 
tional 
Advisory Commission 
now 
studying the entire draft 
system must report to the Pres­ 
ident by Jan. 1967. Its recom­ 
mendations will have avalanche 
impact on the Wliite House and 
Congress. 
lf by any chance Congress de­ 


lays In extending the Prest, 
dent's power 
to Induct, 
or 
.ampers with It in some teshion, 
there will be no further draft­ 
ing of men turning 18. 
BUT - this 
does not mean 
that drafting will be discon­ 
tinued. Quite to the contrary. It 
means that 
men who were 
registered up to the June 30, 
1967, deadline and who had been 
deferred will be 
drafted In 
heavy numbers. 
The theory is that up to June 
30, those 
deferred will have 
incurred a liability for the draft. 
This runs from 18 to 35 years 
of age. 
They will be called on to ful­ 
fill their liability whether they 
are tethers, childless married 
men, men with special skills, 
scientists, students — anyone 
physically capable of joining 
a fighting force. 
There is no such thing as 
automatic deferment, just as 
there 
are 
no exemptions. 
Already the manpower short­ 
age has forced the drafting of 
childless married 
men 
and 
some bachelors over 26 years 
of 
age. 
Many 
more 
will 
go In the next 42 months, Cen. 
Hershey said. 
“ I don't think there is any 
question lait what they will be 
drafted," he said In an earlier 
interview. 
If “ it gets tight,” he told me,

Tiger’s Bob Swift 
Dies, Second Of 
Detroit Managers 


DETROIT - Bob Swift of the 
Detroit Tigers, often a brides­ 
maid but never a bride in the 
managerial ranks of major lea­ 
gue baseball, died today. 
He 
was 51 and the second top man 
on the American League club 
to die this year. Charlie D res- 
sen, 
whom 
Swift 
twice re ­ 
placed as interim manager, died 
in August following a heart at­ 
tack. 


A form er major league catch­ 
er who played with the old St. 
Louis Browns and Philadelphia 
Athletics, plus the Tigers,Swift 
was hospitalized shortly after 
the All-Star game 
with what 
was thought to be a stomach 
ailment. 


It was later diagnosed 
as 
lung cancer. Swift left the hos­ 
pital for several weeks, but was 
readmitted in early September 
and was a patient when he died. 


Swift, who caught 1,001 ma­ 
jor league games in spite of a 
.231 batting average, never at­ 
tained his goal of managing in 
the m ajors despite winning rec­ 
ords the three tim es 
he \fras 
pressed into duty as an interim 
manager. 


While coaching at Kansas City 
in 1959, Swift had one 
of the 
most remarkable records as an 
acting manager in the history of 
baseball. 
He directed the A’s 
to 10 straight victories and 13 


of 15 while filling in for 
the 
ailing Harry Craft. 
“ When they let Craft go, I 
thought I would get first crack 
at the job,” Swift once said 
with obvious disappointment. 
But the Athletics named Bob 
Elliott and Swift moved to Wash­ 
ington where he coached for a 
year and then returned to the 
Tiger organization as manager 
of the Duluth team In 1961.

LOS 
ANGELES 
(A P)—Re­ 
newed debate over the John 
Birch Society has added another 
explosive issue to the ta ttle be­ 
tween Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
and Republican Ronald Reagan 
for governor of C alifornia. 
The society has been a point 
of contention for years in C ali­ 
fornia. Republicans have been 
deeply divided over whether 
their party should repudiate the 
conservative 
organization. 
Form er Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon told the B irchers he 
didn't want their help against 
Brown in the 1962 gubernatorial 
race, which Nixon lost. 
Reagan lias not 
repudiated 
the society, and D em ocrats a re 
making an issue of it. “ Birch 
m em bers in this state a re the 
storm tro o p e rs" in Reagan's 
cam paign, Brown claim s. 
Reagan 
cannot 
repudiate 
them , Brown says, because he 
needs their contributions and 
precinct organizations this year 
and wants their help for his a s ­ 
pirations “ to the presidency or 
vice presidency in 1968." 
Reagan 
has 
replied 
that 
Brown has conceded he cannot 
win on his record and is em ­ 
barked 
upon a 
campaign 
to 
“ frig h ten " the voters. 
“ I don't think extrem ism isa n 
iss u e ," Reagan told a rally in 
Santa B arbara. “ I don't think 
you support ex trem ists. 
“ From 
now 
on, if anyone 
wants to ask about the B irchers, 
ask the governor. He seem s to 
know m ore about it.” 
The object of the dispute lias 
some vocal supporters in C ali­ 
fornia, although nobody knows 
how- many. The Birch Society

m em bership is declining. But 
Brown says the society is “ just 
as dangerous, just as superse­ 
cret and just as dictatorial as 
the Communist p arty ." 
W hatever the society's size or 
power, it has been the center of 
many scrap s in the state Repub­ 
lican party. 
Republican Sen. Thomas H. 
Kuchel lias repeatedly demand­ 
ed that GOP candidates disavow 
the organization. Kuchel

dorsed form er San F rancisco 
Mayor George C hristopher in 
the June prim ary after C hristo­ 
pher repudiated the society, but 
Reagan 
won the nomination. 
Kuchel has not endorsed Rea­ 
gan over Brown. N either has 
C hristopher. 
Reagan has said: “ W'e have 
no right to blanket indict any 
organization. I have never been 
and I am not now a m em ber of 
the Birch Society, nor do I have 
any intention of becoming a 


m em ber. I have never sought 
Birch Society support, nor do I 
have any intention of doing so ." 
Reagan also has said he disa­ 
grees with many things advo­ 
cated by Robert Welch, Birch 
Society founder and leader. 
“ I do not understand why 
Reagan is unwilling to follow 
the exam ple of Chief Justice 
Earl W arren, Sen.

Political Parties And 


Constitutional Government

Into the relationship between 
today’s 
political p arties and 
constitutional governm ent there 
has crept the inevitable social­ 
istic trend of governm ental pa­ 
ternalism 
that 
cannot 
be 
stopped. 
D ictatorship need not be only a 
D ictator. D ictatorship can be a 
policy, a program , a condition. 
The one great 
common de­ 
nom inator in any and all dic­ 
tatorships, whether by a p er­ 
son, a policy, or a program , is 
that there is no turning back, 
there can be no let-up, there 
can be no term ination except in 
com plete disintegration. 
Not only that 
but also they 
m ust continue to grow, expand, 
to reach for what in the be­ 
ginning 
was not 
even con­ 
sid ered . Every dictator in his­ 
tory has found him self forced 
to reach for m ore and m ore, 
just as every governm ent wel­ 
fare program has been unable to 
re st, for taste 
breeds appe­ 
tite. 
The political party that offers 
w elfare and alleged security for 
popular support 
has already 
em barked upon that long, long 
road that reaches ad infinitum, 
ad nauseam . 
When 
the opposition party, 
sensing “ the d esire of the peo­ 
p le” and apparently failing to 
rea lize that there is a vast 
difference 
between “ fol­ 
low ers” 
and “ su p p o rters” 
trie s to share the other’s pol­ 
icy they m erely join the ranks 
of its supporters. 
The 
m inority party offers 
nothing when they 
try for 
that “ support” which has en­ 
abled 
the victorious party to 
get and stay 
in power, in­ 
stead of striking out in strong, 
even if 
tem porarily 
unpopu­ 
la r leadership, thus winning the 
necessary following 
that will 
prove victorious in the end. For 
there 
can be no following un­ 
less there is leadership, for the 
te rm s explain them selves. 
The much 
needed leadership 
for our great republic is slow­ 
ly, or maybe not 
so slowly, 
fam ishing for want of 
nu­ 
tritio n . 
Quite a number of years ago, 
in 
fact 
it 
was in the early 
days of the 
so-called 
“ new 
deal” the author of this se rie s 
on a se rie s of political parties 
and constitutional governm ent, 
w rote some words that never set 
the riv er on fire nor did they 
attra c t 
too much 
attention. 
N evertheless, 
they would not 
be recalled, nor 
would 
they 
be changed in the least, even if 
the w riter of them had the op­ 
portunity. So 
let us 
briefly 
review them; 
“ P olitical planners and w rit­ 
ers, eafrly in our national life, 
evidently fearful of the even­ 
tual leveling of 
class dis­ 
tinction, proposed in effect, that 
if the citizen could be made to 
come to his governm ent for re ­ 
lief from suffering and for se­ 
curity 
from insecurity, 
the 
em ergence of 
governm ental 
service 
to a position of 
of­ 
ficeholder dictatorship would 
have been accom plished. 
“ As 
the so-called 
depres­ 
sion of the 1930’s 
continued, 
evidence 
was uncovered that 
world totalitarian 
forces had 
a well-planned program for the 
perpetuation of world depres­ 
sion 
and the further 
exten­ 
sion of governmental guard­ 
ianship and paternalism . 
“ At any rate, here in 
the 
United States, by the slow but 
relentless drift away from the 
traditional philosophy of ‘the 
least governed is the best gov­ 
erned* to 
the more or less 
taken for granted 
‘our wel­ 
fare is in the hands of our gov­ 
ernment* 
attitude, 
an inde­ 
finitely 
but certainly large 
number of citizens 
have un­ 
consciously, 
though not 
ir­ 
revocably, alllowed the rever­ 
sa l of the original doctrine that 
the State exists for the Citizen 


and not the Citizen for the 
S tate.” 
It is insulting 
as 
well as 
tragic that 
we are pestered 
with such opportunists and un­ 
scrupulous 
politicians 
that 
preach the doctrine 
that you 
should w orry about doing for 
your country, not doing your 
country, not ever asking what is 
in it for you, then take to the 
political stum p and prom ise 
you the world with a fence 
around it. 
Mayl>e they do love you, or, 
maybe it is just 
a case that 
they don’t love you any less but 
they do love your vote m ore. 
At any 
rate, the im plication 
is that you are eith er too greedy 
o r 
“ too damn dumb1’ as the 
late 
H arry Hopkins 
hiuntly 
stated, to realize that you are 
being taken for a chump, which 
of course, is 
exactly 
what 
you are 
being taken 
for. 
It 
is the 
distasteful 
t r u t h 
that in so many 
cases it is 
tru e. 
To paraphrase a somewhat 
fam iliar saying we are going to 
put it this way. Candidates are 
offered not 
for v/hat kind 
of 
governm ent 
they are going to 
give you but for what kind of 
advantages 
they w ill give you. 
A ccessory and ancillary to the 
above are the political p arties 
of today principally 
in ter­ 
ested in answ ering 
the ques­ 
tions expected from the a v e r­ 
age citizen; 
“ What’s in it for m e?” 
Of 
what honest o r practical 
purpose that directive to “ ask 
not what your country can do for 
you 
but 
rath e r ask what you 
can do for your country?” when 
the chief goal of our m ajor poli­ 
tical parties of today is to of­ 
fer you m ore and m ore for your 
support. 
The 
most threatening phase 
of 
the 
condition is that sup­ 
port is 
sold 
to the highest 
bidder 
by m illions of voters 
who would knock you cold with 
th e ir fist w ere you to slip up 
beside them and offer a bit of 
folding money for their vote. 
In the C ongressional Record, 
Vol. Ill, 
No. 68, 
under ex­ 
tension of rem ark s 
of 
Hon. 
W illiam 
S. 
Broom field 
of 
Michigan, 
the 
following ex­ 
cerpts 
will be 
found in ter­ 
esting. There is nothing orig­ 
inal in a word of it 
but it 
does 
have the prestige of be­ 
ing extended 
in the Record: 
“ F or lots of years now we’ve 
been voting for the men who 
prom ise us Governm ent aid — 
of all kinds. We figured 
we 
wanted the Government to guar­ 
antee to look after us. Well, 
s ir, in the early Am erican slave 
States the law specified that the 
slaves must 
be taken care of. 
The constitutions of the slave 
States generally specified that 
the slaveow ners 
m ust pro­ 
vide their slaves with 
ade­ 
quate 
housing, 
food, m edical 
care, and old age benefits. And 
the 
M ississilp i 
constitution 
contained this additional sen­ 
tence: “ The legislature shall 
have no power to pass laws for 
the em ancipation of 
slaves 
(except) where the slave shall 
have rendered 
the State some 
distinguished se rv ic e .” 
“ Now 
get this — the slave 
was guaranteed food, lodging, 
m edical and old age care, but 
the highest honor 
the State of 
M ississippi could offer a man 
for distinguished service was 
to set him free 
from this 
security. 
The State’s highest 
award 
was to give a man the 
personal 
responsibility of 
looking 
after his own w elfare. 
Freedom to find his own job or 
to be a bum if he liked. 
“ Do 
you see why that’s 
so 
im portant, just the right to be 
a bum? And so the slaves ev­ 
entually found freedom to earn 
money they could keep, to save 
for their own old age and then 
they w eren’t slaves anym ore. 
“ Let us, 
on the other hand, 
take 
the 
American Indians. 


These we made w ards of 
the 
G overnm ent. These we gave se­ 
curity. We took away th e ir free­ 
dom and gave them secu rity . So 
they have become steadily le ss 
self-supporting. I speak of the 
average, of 
course, not 
the 
spectacular exception. In 1862, 
m ost Am erican N egroes were 
slaves. Look at the rem arkable 
p ro g ress in just one life-tim e 
la ter. 
Today 
the average 
Am erican Negro is self-sup­ 
porting, 
self-respecting, and 
responsible. 
Today the a v e r­ 
age Am erican Indian, it is said, 
will actually die of starvation 
unless he is fed by the Govern­ 
ment. 
“ So 
we have to hire 13,000 
F ederal em ployees to take care 
of 380,000 reservation Indians. 
That’s one Federal em ployee 
for 
every 30 
Indians. This

During the tour the 
news­ 
paper people saw the interior 
of the new college theater, seat­ 
ing 500, where the first per­ 
formance had been presented 
one night before, and a low 
cost office building in which 
a battery of offices were of 
cubicle size. 
Scully challenged the news­ 
paper 
people 
to 
investigate 
what kind of an education is 
being offered their children in 


schools at their homes, saying 
that some elementary schools 
were deficient and that some 
high schools did not prepare 
their students for college. 
He appealed for continued low 
tuition costs at State, where, 
he said, a student could at­ 
tend college for $1,000 a year. 
There are now more than 5,000 
students enrolled, attendance is 
growing at the rate of 500 a

and Scully predicted that 
in 10 years enrollment would
